In other words a hundred 
boys from Chicago and Cook coun­ 
ty who have to be detained by the 
law will cost the county $260.00 
for every day they are detained. A 
large number of the boys dealt j 
with by the Juvenile Court final-) 
ly have to go to correctional in­ 
stitutions. 
The cost to maintain 
a boy in a correctional institution 
ranges from $45.00 to $85.00 per 
month or in round figures from 
$500 to $1000 a year. 
Figures show that 
these boys 
who go to institutions are not re­ 
claimed for society and that a high 
percentage of them go on in lives of 
crime and lawlessness and finally 
have to be sent to adult criminal 
institutions where the cost of keep­ 
ing them is even higher not to men­ 
tion the cost of apprehending and 
trying these individuals for crimes 
committed. Moreover, if we are to 
consider the cost to the commu­ 
nity, we should have to include tre- \ 
mendous cost in terms of goods 
and money stolen and to persons 
injured or killed by criminals, of 
property damaged, etc. 
It is quite evident then that any 
method or agency or organization 
that works to prevent a boy from
